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The entire production of nylon yarn at the Thiringer 2ellwolle factory, 
anounting to 80,000 ke. ver anmun, 4a delivered to the USSR,where it is 
used exclusively for making the linings of airplane tiren.

No other technical personnel has been removed since the end of the war. 
The aboveementioned personnel is at present emmloyed at a nylon factory 
which the Soviets have recently been building at Klin (56921°N, 36043¢H). 
The pilot plant at this factory was commleted at the end of 1947. It has 


an annual capacity of 80,000 kg. nylon yarn. this 
production also is used exclusively for manufacturing the Linings of air= 


plane tires. — 25X1X6 


Another nylon yarn factory being built at Klin 4s expected to be completed 
ty the end of 1948. Its scheduled capacity is 5,000 ke. nylon yarn per day. 
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
